God's laws. He was conscious of his 
sin, and it made a great unrest in his 
soul. Day and night he felt the hand 
of God heavy upon him. And his siu 
was not covered from the sight of 
men, as he supposed, but was whis- 
psred about the palace, and tt1^ peo- 
ple, no doubt, knew also of his murder 
of Uriah, plotted when Joab, his com- 
mander, placed him in the post of 
greatest danger in the battle front, in 
order that he might be killed.

in Congregational Sunday schools. At 
Plymouth church the day will be cele- 
brated with a special 
program 
in 


which the members of the 'bihle school 
will participate. The program Is en- 
titled "The Call of the Little Islands" 
and will open with the anthem, "Hark 
to the Distant Voices." 
The invoca- 


tion will follow and then the singing 
of that time-honored hymn, "Jesus, 
Savior, Pilot Me." The Scripture les- 
son, prayer, a map exercise on the 
foreign islands, the 
anthem "Fling 


Out the Banner," the pastor's or su- 
perintendent's appeal for an offering, j 
the offering, prayer and benediction 
will be the other numbers of the pro- 
gram. 


Under the auspices of the American 


Board of Congregational Foreign Mis- 
sions religion is receiving marked im- 
petus in the Mioronesian islands, con- 
sidering the early conditions of the 
islanders. These people are extreme- 
ly superstitious spirit worshipers, but 
do not worship idols. They have no 
idea of one supreme God. Generally 
speaking 
before 
the 
missionaries 


came they were sunk in the most re- 
volting heathenism. The first mis- 
sionaries were sent to these islands 
in 1852 on the schooner Caroline. The 
interest shown in former years by fur- 
nishing ships for the island mission is 
demonstrated by the fact that. fifty 
years ago the children of the Congre- 
gational charches. and their 
friends 


raised for one ship over $20,000 in ten- 
cent shares. The children of twenty- 
five years ago raised 545,000 in twen- 


. ty-flve-cent 
shares. 
During 
these 


years five successive 
ships named 


"Morning Star" have been furnished 
for missionary work in. Micronesia 
Germany 'having secured the Caroline 
and Marshall islands, Christiana of 
that empire have desired to take over 
the 
Christian 
work 
within 
these 


groups. 
With the cordial assent of | 


the 
American 
board, the German 


Christian Endeavor Union, with the 
Liebenzeller mission, have already as- 
sumed the work on Ponape and on 
Truk, and tliey hope soon to send one 
or two laborers to assist in the Mar- 
shall group. 


This great change In the conduct of 


missions within these groups has ren- 
dered, unnecessary the employment by 
the American board of a large vessel 


' 
like the Morning Star. The Germans 
will provide one or more boats for 
their work and the United States gov- 
ernment will supply 
the needs 
at 


Guam, but the Gilbert group needs 
imperatively a 
motor-schooner 
for 


work within the Gilbert group, where 
the American board has labored for 
fifty years, having stations on fourteen 
islands, with sixty-two places for reg- 
ular meetings. 


The new motor-schooner which it is 


hoped may 'soon be purchased will be 
In command of Capt. Walkup,- who Is 
a missionary at large, making Bing- 
ham his'home, moving from island to 
Island, superintending the schools and 
the work of the native pastors. The 
result of missionary labors among the 
islanders has been a widespread and

volve this country In war, and shortly 
afterward Mr. Roosevelt received the 
Nobel prize of peace for his services 
in negotiating peace between Russia 
and Japan. 


Character of Taft 


"Mr. Taft belongs to the race of na- 


tion builders. He has brought to the 
solution of great problems a trained 
intelligence 
and a 
sensitive con- 


science. 
He has the genius of com- 


mon sense and an inordinate aptitude 
for work. It is as an .administrator 
that he excels, for he has done things, 
and to the learning of the lawyer and 
the wisdom of the jurist he adds the 
experience which conies from activity 
in many fields of public effort. And 
ho has succeeded so admirably that 
his achievements constitute no small 
part of our national glory during the 
lust decade. He was seat to Cuba 
and an incipient insurrection was sup 
pressed; 
to Japan, and an interna 


tional complication was avoided; to 
the Philippines again, and was helc 
by the people 
as .their 
friend and 


counsellor; to Panama, and since then 
we have heard nothing of friction, 1« 
only of work. 


"I believe that if elected his admin 


tration will be so pure and dignified 
so able, courageous and conscientiou 
that it would command the respect o 
all our people and would strengthen' 
the bonds of peace which, unite us,with 
all mankind." 


Mr. Griffiths discussed the attitude 


of the two parties with reference to 
the workingman, and also the ques- 
tion of trusts and 
the guaranty of 


bank deposits. 


Ke laid special emphasis upon the 


accomplishments 
of the 
republican 


party in the state of Indiana. He re- 
plied to Mr. Gompers' criticism on Mr. 
Taft's labor record,, and said that Mr. 
Taft had always been the consistent 
friend of the 
wage earners of the 


country. He declared that in Indiana

Lincoln, Neb., Oct.*23.—Nebraska's 


so-called blue laws were yesterday 
sustained in an opinion rendered by 
tho supreme court, and men of Lin- 
coln and Omaha who neglect to be 
shaved on Saturday night or arrange 
for the delivery of their favorite Sun- 
day newspaper run the risk of going 
without both shave and newspaper. 


Two test cases considered by the 


court involved the question whether 
the selling of cigars and newspapers 
and opening a barber shop on Sunday 
constitute common labor. This is now 
decided in the affirmative in an opin- 
ion written by Commissioner Root, 
who refuses an application for a writ 
of habeas corpus. The writ attacks 
the ruling of an Omaha magistrate 
who sustained the Nebraska law and 
fined transgressors of it. 


The court holds that the defendants 


tried the wrong remedy and that the 
judgment of the magistrate cannot be 
attacked by habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. It is indicated that an appeal 
ought to have been taken. The court 
sustains the validity of the statute 
known as tho Sunday law. 


The district court of Douglas coun- 


ty refused a writ of habeas corpus 
asked for by Jacob C. Caldwell, who 
was fined ?1 for engaging in common 
labor on Sunday by opening a barber 
shop. William M. Rhyn, fined for sell- 
ing cigars and newspapers on Sunday, 
also applied for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. 


The court does not think it neces- 


sary to decide whether the magis- 
trate erred when he decided that these 
defendants were guilty of engaging in 
common labor on Sunday, but holds 
that the defendants were engaged in 
common labor would not be "so abso- 
lutely erroneous as to render the judg- 
ment void. 


STRINGENT BANK INQUIRIES. 


New Rules for Examiners Are Very 


Severe. 


Washington, Oct. 23.—To enforce 


much greater responsibility upon di- 
rectors of national banks and to make 
them pay more attention to their in- 
stitutions, Comptroller of the Curren- 
cy Murray today issued an order to 
national bank examiners directing 
them that upon entering a bank to 
make an examination, to immediate- 
ly convene the directorate and re 
quire answers to a formal list of 25 
searching questions. These inquiries 
are to be put by examiners to each 
director and are designed to bring on 
clearly the relation of the directors to 
the executive conduct of the bank, the 
extent of their knowledge of the 
bank's papers, the latitude conceded 
by them to bank officers in overstep 
ping the national banking law provi 
sions and their 
supervision of the 


bank details. 


This is said to be the first complete 


official inquiry into the reiationshii 
between banks and directors.
